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Dean Gillson Open?

'Of Things to Come' — Radio Dept.

"Tno miicli ciiiplinsis is bring 
placed on vocation as the ulti- 
malc goal of university train- 
ing," snid Dean Gillson of Arts 
and Science in addressing the 
Gen Nile patliering last nicht. 
Finnnri.'il sucrrs? is undmihtcd- 
ly dcsirnl)lo, hut it not in itself 
complete, lie added f while, dm 
the other hand, a Eludent who 
emerges from his academic stud- 
ies with purely theoretical con- 
cepts and no real practical or 
executive ability is also a fail- 
ure as a world citizen. 

Dr. Gillson was di-slurbcd by the 
number o( people who nre cntcrinR 
universities for the first time 
without any real Idea of what they 
wish to get out of their university 
training or what iields they^wlsh 
to enter once they have finished 
that trnlnlnR. McGill University 
has a hand-picked and highly com- 
petent staff who nre always willinR 
to aid students, and he urged them 
to take advantngc of the many 
benefits which they arc eligible to 
receive. 

He added that he was glad to 
sec so many women entering col- 
leges. The war has demonstrated 
that women arc highly competent 
in many fields nnd their abilities 
should tic developed, he declared. 

Jon Ballon, one of the originat- 
ors of the Gen Nile scheme, pro- 
mised that further tallcs oh various 
subjects were to come. At the com- 
pletion of the general session, stud- 
ents broke up into smaller groups 
to discuss separately the Arts. 
Sciences, and Commerce with the 
heads of these departments. 
Sciences 

Speakers in the various depart- 
ments of sciences answered many 
questions from students present, 
.and all stressed a general.cducation 
In the early years as opposed to 
over-specialization. 

Or. Terroux stated that biologi- 
cal sciences arc of interest to any- 
one who wishes to gain a broader 
knowledge of the world and pro- 
vide lucrative jobs. 

Physics, as well as mathematics, 
with which it is closely allied, said 
Dr. Hatcher, provide rigorous men- 
tal exercise and a test of true 
scientific ability, while ability in 
the more descriptive science of 
Chemistry should not always en- 
courage students to proceed to 
honours courses in sciences. To pre- 
medical students, his advice was to 
obtain as much general knowledge 
as possible nnd not to take too 
many subjects more closely identi- 
fied with the Faculty of Medicine. 

Dr. Clark outlined the various 
branches of the geological sciences. 
He stated that it provides a parti- 
cularly rewarding field, financially 
and otherwise, and that present de- 
mands for trained geological scien- 
tists will probably not be filled 
for from ten to twenty years. Wo- 
men may aLso find many positions 
available. 

Faculty of Arts 
Dr. Watson of the department of 
economics and political science 
spoke first. Following the lead of 
Dr. Gillson he spoke of his depart- 
ment from two points of view: vo- 
cational and a general education. 
Ho felt that Economics nnd Politi- 
cal Science were more advantage- 
ous to a general education than as 
a vocational course.

Canadian and U.S. CoUeges

"What made you come to McGill 
when you have so many good 
schools right in your own Boston?" 
I have been asked that question 
several times since I've been here 
and each time I am surprised to 
hear it. Further conversation with 
Canadian students has led me to 
believe that these same students 
seem to lake McGill for granted. 
To them it's most natural that 
when they finish high school, and 
if they choose to go on to higher 
education, they apply to McGlll. 

In the United States McGill Uni- 
versity has a great name nnd a 
man who has graduated from Mc- 
Gill is a coveted possession of the 
community. 

True, the States have good school, 
but when I left Boston, 1,600 male 
students were forced to live in the

gymnasium, sleeping on double 
decker beds, at Harvard University 
because of the scarcity of rooms in 
the surrounding area. If this is a 
crit^crion, one can imagine the num- 
ber of students who are attending 
lectures. I venture to say, the size 
of classes are twice those that are 
the largest here at McGlll. In my 
last Alma Mater, Boston Univer- 
sity, one of tl>e finer schools in the 
East. 20,()00 students had registered 
in the various faculties.

While Working in Yugoislavia

There has been a ccrlain amount 
of comment raised on the Campus 
in the last two days regarding the 
appearance among the regular uni- 
versity population of a number of 
people who claim to be "Beavers". 
They will even show you badges 
which they say prove that they 
arc. For those who find the logic 
of the proof a bit weak there is a 
more expansive explanation. It is 
the story of the "Canadian Beaver 
Brigade" and how it got its name. 

Those who thought up the title 
did not have to strain their imagi- 
nations for they were 10 Canadians 
working as part of a reconstruction 
unit in Czechoslovakia this sum- 
mer, and they were doing a job 
for which our emblem-animal is 
renowned — felling trees. These 
young people, part of the Cana- 
dian «Iclegation to the World Youth 
Festival had arrived in Prague 
early and decided to spend a week 
at Litvinov in the Sudetenland, 
helping Czech youth in their work, 
there, where they are clearing land 
for the erection of miner's homes. 

Although only a small group, 
these 10 Canadians were able by 
their excellent work record to earn 
special merit badges within 10 
days, thus establishing the name 
"Beaver Brigade" as one worthy of 
prestige.

On this ground it was unanimous- 
ly adopted to be the official title 
of the Canadian brigade, which 
was formed in Prague, to work on 
the Youth Railroad in Yugoslavia, 
and it was then that 22 McGlll 
students became "Beavers". 

From the beginning the Brigade 
developed iU own peculiar habits 
and trademarks. 

In answer to all welcoming 
shouts from Yugoslav Brigades 
would come the cheer which they 
now believe to be typically Cana- 
dian. . . . "Come on gang, three 
cheers and a 'beaver'." In an at- 
tempt to find some definite identi- 
fying mark beards became the 
order of the day among the boys 
in the brigade. 

All the Canadians became pro- 
ficient in drawing odd little 
sketches of a small humped crea- 
ture which they explained was a 
'beaver', trying meanwhile to des- 
cribe the hard working character 
of the animal. It was a difficult 
task to tackle and was often given 
up as hopeless. The Beaver Bri- 
gade had to earn its name by show- 
ing how hard it cou/d work, not 
by explaining how hard its name- 
sake can. And it did. After three 
weeks on the railroad the Brigade 
was awarded "highest recognition" 
for the work it had accomplished. 

Those people who walk around 
the Campus calling themselves 
"Beavers" have a right to do so. 
Their badges prove it

Up to the minute news receives 
front page priority, and the Im- 
mediate attention of the student. 

The athletically-minded have the 
sport page, and contrary to the er- 
roneous belief that editorials . are 
not widely read, our letters to the 
Editor dispel any such notion. 
The "Champus Cat," allegedly a 
typographical error, was Inaugurat- 
ed in 1922, and is now the most 
popular feature. In this column In- 
stitutions and people are lauded, 
criticized, and made into laughing 
stocks, all in a traditionally subtle 
manner. For example ... On the 
south end of our campus, a new 
chemical building is to be erected. 
Workmen have been on the site 
since July. To us, the students, it 
still looks like a gaping hole. The 
architect perhaps has an entirely 
different outlook. Last week 
"Champus Cat" explained the situ- 
ation. It was a project devised by 
students of Occupational Therapy 
for their patients. These patients, 
many from our local a.sylums, \Vere 
to dig deep holes for some time, 
then secure trucks loaded with 
earth and fill the holes up againll 
This column is hot written In 



malice, but . puts into so-many 
words, student opinion qn and off 
the campus. 

The most outstanding story last 
year dealt with General Eisenhow- 
er's visit to Toronto, his reception 

on our campus, the luncheon in his 
honor at Hart House, and finally 
his receiving the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws at Convocation 
Hall. Through pictures and per- 
sonal interviews, run in the VAR- 
SITY, U. of T. students felt the 
warmth of Ike's personality. His 
classic remark. "I assure you, I 
have heard about this university 
before," won him immediate ac- 
claim. 

It is difficult to draw the line 
between achievements of The 
VARSITY, and of the U. of T. Both 
work together; one would not be 
successful without the other.

Miss White added that 
the programs must be consistent 
with the ideals behind them. 

After Christmas, when radio sta- 
tions re-allocate much of their 
time, room could be made for a 
scries of programs put on by 
Western students. Fulfilling the 
normal series of either 13 or 2G 
broadcasts will not be required. 
Three of four satisfactory programs 
will have to be auditioned well 
before Christmas to prove that the 
students are capable of producing 
creditable programs. 

The possibility of Medical School 
broadcasts arc being investigated; 
as possible topics are research- 
home medicine, cancer, the falla- 
cies, socialized medicine, and psy- 
chiatry. Science and Plastics offer 
more than enough material for 
broadcasting. The Debating Soc- 
iety, the International Student Ser- 
vice and the International Affairs 
Discussion will probably be sched- 
uled for the series if It, develops. 
"The idea," said Miss White, "is 
apt to stimulate more enthusiasm 
than work. If the work is too much 
for any group, or a broadcast is 
not up to sauft. U Just doesn't go."

A Time For Courage- 

Not Rabbit Fear 



The following is in answer to 0. G. Clausen's 
"Critical Reply"; I will forego the personal ap- 
proach misappropriated by him in his eagerness 
to establish comradely contact witli Rnlph 
Cohen, in the minds of the renders. Cohen's ex- 
ceptionally able presentation of a difficult sub- 
ject gave him the opportunity of presenting what 
is readily recognizal>le as the standard propa- 
ganda line presently being bannered l)y the 
American yellow ragdog press*. Despite the fact 
that his "Reply" indicates only tlic most acci- 
dental acquaintance with the subject matter of 
Cohen's lucid analysis which serves the purpose 
of a straw in the wind to Clausen's clutching 
claw, it is a provocative letter for two reasons, 
to wit: 

It displays unusual motivations for a student 
who can refer to an innocent youth as a dreadful 
European Communist and, secondly it was "criti- 
cal", if hardly a reply; surely critical because 
of the perverted logic that produced it and that 
is Clausen's concern. However, we arc all inter- 
ested in the critical conclusions he advances. 
Even he has not the temerity to state them open- 
ly. I take it he does not believe the moment as 
yet propitious; or then again, lie forbears as an 
Arj'nn of some sort from advancing a point-of- 
view which was nurtured and feasible in the 
hot and hcavy-brenthcd maelstrom tliat is Con- 
tinental polities. Possibly this opinion really 
seems too strong meat for the delicate political 
constitutions tliat Amcrika's kintergarten pro- 



In brief, ^Ir. Clausen, you urge the swift 
elimination of the insidious if growing problem 
of Marxism-Lenijjism-Stalinism, etc., etc., by 
the only means that leaps 'readily to your mind 
which you seem able to grasp; you see in the 
.\-bomb the answer that Hitler could never find. 
You say: the Communists arc determined to 
impregnate the world with their seed; if Demo- 
cratic policy is still conducted in tlie iiopc of 
eventual agreement with Commtmist Russia, 
then a (Communist) World Government will 
become a reality. Therefore the only alternative 
is to blast the source of spiritual strength of this 
movement at its source, Moscow. 

My dear Clausen, you forget in suggesting 
war as the only alternative what nny war pro- 
duces in human misery and social depression, 
though perhaps you take your own exp'ericnccs 
as a universal gauge. You forget what this par- 
ticular war you contemplate so lightly means to 
the future, when the least damaged of the eon- 
tending groups starts picking up the pieces after 
a whirlwind two or three days. When the smoke 
settles, things will bc.very quiet. You seem quite 
confident that we will cnicr(;n flic victors thouph 
the nature of the proposed conflict docs not con- 
note tlu! same advantages as formerly. You for- 
(ict that a few robot rocKcts with the proper war- 
heads are the .sole instruments of actual war- 
fare, and r don't doubt tliat you ignore the act- 
ual state of scientific and industrial awareness in 
the U.SA. or the U,S.S.R. 
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It might be recalled that in a 
previous column during the course 
of a cursory analysis of the state 
of the arts, the point was made that 
an in toto view ot reality becomes 
an impossibility when the creative- 
ncss of the artist is limited by con- 
cern with the details of living in 
a highly mechanical era; that the 
humanities become localized to 
small but vociferous cliques of eso- 
terics, whose voices shrill to an 
almost incomprehensible pilch ol 
damnatory hysteria; thai the basics 
of expression are bounded by 
semi-neurotic adherence lo philo- 
sophies of art whose place in the 
dynamics ot ordinary living is di- 
vorced from actuality. Any mis- 
interpretation will be avoided if il 
is realized that artistic apprecia- 
tion need not be fundamental to 
awareness of social forces by the 
routine behaviour complex of 
every man. 

It seems that oversimplification 
ot the problem by the application 
of sociological explanation is not 
satisfactory. It c»n be easily under- 
stood that the phases during which 
civilization experiences revolution- 
ary adjustment will leave imprints 
on the art ot the age; that periods 
ot national disintegration ot the 
sense of values will influence the 
discernment ot the artist. However, 
a more explicit ahd calculated 
temper must become articulate to 
discriminate between the mouthings 
of the self-elcvatcd sophisticate 
whose ecleetieism is the product 
ot echoes from the walls ot his 
ivory-tower garrcti, and the indi- 
vidual whose doubts, reasonings 
and attempts to understand the 
historical significance ol his posi- 
tion, forces him into decisions 
where he must choose between 
conformity to popular banality, or 
to sincerity isolated to the point 
ot lonely 'adherence to a credo de- 
veloped in the anguish of eremite 
introspection. 

The reason for the existence of 
the type of atrocity which passes 
tor art, stems not only from vari- 
ous types ot national calamities 
which can influence the artist, but 
also from a specific decadence 
which had infected the humanities. 
It is a disease whoso virus has en- 
tered the bloodstream of every 
class, ot every type ot artistic ef- 
fort. 

The symptomology Is frequently 
so obvious that It Is often passed 
unnoticed. It consists of a specific 
softness that has entered the mod- 
ern mind, one that has thrust from 
it all feeling for the simple, the 
direct, the pure; a certain spongi- 
ness of discrimination that em- 
braces the secondary non-essentials 
of Uving rather the hard funda- 
mentals. . . 

A future discussion will use Il- 
lustrations called from modern art 
to prove the validity of the writer's 
thesis concerning the state of de- 
cadence existing in modern human- 
istte Ideals. .

KING,S ENGLISH 
Use and Misuse

This is a gracclCM age in many 
ways, and in no other aspect of our 
civilization is this shortcoming 
more rcricctcd than in the written 
and the spoken word. And no- 
where Is the latter ahortcomin^ 
more manifcil than in Canadinn 
and American radio. Is there any 
sensible and sensitive person who 
can listen to a news broadcast or 
more particularly to a sports com- 
mentary and not wonder if more 
representative voices of Canada 
cannot be found? Ugly tone, mis- 
pronunciation, misplaced emphasi^i, 
and excessively voluble speech arc 
faults almost Invariably to be 
heard. Hadlo is the mouthpiece of 
a niilion and it has the attention 
of the world. Why then should 
such low standards ot speech be 
tolerated? 

No one would want announcers 
to employ what Is commonly call- 
ed B.B.C. English, fine as it Is, for 
Canada ha.s its own traditions of 
speech. Rather should \he officials 
of each radio .station .select for 
their employees only those whojq 
vdices conform closely to these cul- 
tural traditions. Everyone who 
saw "Theirs Is the Glory" must 
have delighted in the rich, truly 
Canadian voice of Stanley Maxted. 
During the war many war com- 
mentaries were heard but few of 
them were finer than those he 
gave. Lil<cwise among Innumer- 
able sports commentators none 
could be found more pleasing or 
competent than those given by 
Stewart Macpherson. There are an- 
nouncers on Western Canadian 
Radio who read a newscast Intel- 
libly and pleasingly, and even one 
or two in Eastern Canada, whose 
voices reflect culture, but by and 
large they arc a national disgrace. 

The cure is in the hands ot the 
radio officials. There arc no rea- 
•■^ons why such poor standards 
should be suffered and it \s up to 
everyone of us to issue a challenge 
to them. The officials control the 
voice of the nation— lét it be a 
good voice.

Detroit Doctor Scores Lack 
Of Trained Medical Men 



Doctor Henry S. Brown, of Det- 
roit, President of the American 
Association of Industrial Pliysiclans 
and Surgeons, speaking before a 
meeting of Canadian industrial 
medical men recently in the Wind- 
sor Hotel, stressed the need for well 
trained medical personnel in in- 
dustrial plants throughout the na- 
tion. 

The dinner ended a three-day 
convention, the first of its kind in 
Canada. Meetings were held in the 
medical building of McGill Univer- 
sity, the Hotel-Oleu, and the Mont- 
real General HospitaL Notre Oamc 
HospiUl. Royal Victoria Hospital, 
and the Université of Montreal 
were the locals for other conven- 
tion meetings, these having psycho- 
logy and psychiatry for subjects. 
Throughout all these meetings, the 
problems discussed were considered 
ttom the point of view of practical 
industrial application of recent dis- 
coveries. 

The convention was held under 
the joint auspices of the Indiu-tti.il 
Medical Association of Quebec, and 
of the Ontario Medical Association. 

Scores Inexpcrienrc 

Dr. Brown stressed the lack of 
first-hand experience of the pres- 
ent directors of medical corpora- 
tions, and added that the field of 

Industrial medicine is nn open 
challenge to younscr medical men. 
Dr. Drown .suggested a way of fa- 
cilitating the development of in- 
dustrial medicine, mentioning the 
3-polnt program adopted by Indus- 
trial Medicine men and consisting 
of (a) securing rceogniUon as an 
independent, branch of medicine; 

(b) having measures introduced 
providing for special post-Rr;iduatc 
courses in industrial medicine; and 

(c) -the founding of post-graduate 
fellowships as an incentive for 
younger men to specialize in indui- 
trial medicine. 

Dr. J. C. Mealclns, director of 



medicine at Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, emphasized the growing need 
for co-operation from social worlc- 
crs. In human relations, it was 
pointed out, mental health is as 
important as physical health. 

The new science of industrial 
medicine was said to hold great 
possibilities, and the pioneering 
work would Ijo done more effi- 
ciently by .specialikl;.. convention 
men liold. Tliis realization war- 
ranted tlic cmpliasis laid througli- 
out tlic meetings on impressing 
future mcdicul men with the chance 
offered them of taking the lead in 
a brand-new field. 

Dr. D. Ewen Cameron of McGill 
also spoke on the subject. Dr. Ca- 
meron disclosed the additional 
training bein? given in psychother- 
apy at McCiill University to all 
fourth year medical students and 
nurses.

or bi-weekly quizzes, monthly hour 

exams and a 3 hour mid-term 
exam just before the Christmas 
vacation, the question whether this 
system Is better for the student 
or not is a point of debate. Of 
course it keeps the student on his 
toes throughout the year; it gives 
the professors a chance to know 
their students; the student has to 
remember only half of the year's 
work because the final includes 
only tlio work from the mid- term 
on; and If the student doesn't feel 
up to pur, physically, on the day 
of tiie final and docs poorly on 
that exam there is always a chance 
that the average of his accumulat- 
ed yearly grades will pull his 
mark up. 

The rebuttal I hear around the 
campus is, "We're adults! who 
wants to be checked on contin- 
ually? Besides that it's easier on 
the professors who have other 
work in addition to teaching." 

And a strong rebuttal It is.

In fact, you ignore many things. 
You ignore the only answer pos- 
sible if we are not to be guilty of 
the same abdication of intellectual 
responsibility In the direction of 
human affairs that makes present- 
day youth contemptuous of the last 
two generations that spawned them 
and superficially cynical of politic- 
al activity as conducted by the Ad- 
ministrations presently in power. 

These are urgent times, mister. 
Warmongering does not help the 
problem in the least' and only ex- 
tends it. The Canadian people is 
not quite prepared to scrap the 
Ideals of Christianity and political 
democracy in which it believes, 
no matter how superficially it ap- 
plies them, individually or collect- 
ively. Such jcttisonning of excess 
baggage would be necessary ac- 
cording to the thinking of those 
who would lead us Into the con- 
flict which you would make Inevit- 
able. 

WORLD CO-OFERATION 

You attempt in your letter -to 

arouse fear in your reader, fear 
based on ignorance of the most ma- 
licious and subtle kind, and the 
fact that you are in such sterling 
company and numbers chills one. 

MEAN BUSINESS, BIG BUSINESS 

Vour closed, marshalled ranks 
mean all of you bypass the only 
choice for the great majority of us 
who try to work out, through rea> 
son, a modus Vivendi with our 
neighbours, fellow • citizens and 
compatriots. In other words, you 
are not interested in public opin- 
ion, but in public prejudice. 

As Canadian citizens, we can 
have a say in international affairs 
beyond our numbers. The United 
States and Canada are the last two 
countries of international import- 
ance which have capitalist admin- 
istrations. And tlie rest of the world 
is wrong, only the two of us keep 
the true faith! By indicating at the 
Security Council that Canada in- 
tends to act independently in the 
USA-USSR stalemate, and by 
aligning ourselves with the bloc of 
socialist. Commonwealth and Scan- 
dinavian countries (in other words

the countries which have most to 
lose, being peripheral to the main 
issue of Communism versus Capi- 
talism), we weaken the American 
position at UN. And this is to the 
good, because wc miust prepare 
ourselves for a period when Ameri- 
can public opinion, which is being 
rapidly mobilized or neutralized, 
will allow the United States dele- 
gation to UN to act in a much 
more high-handed and short tem- 
pered manner, than at present 
The American press is actually 
producing challenges out of no- 
where, viz., its treatment of Greece, 
Trieste, Manchuria, Korea, the uni- 
fication of Germany, etc., and 
thrusting them as rapidly upon 
President Truman who is totally 
unprepared for the calibre of 
statesmanship required by the 
situation. 

AMERICAN MONOPOLY 
CAPITALISM 

We therefore cannot look to the 
USA for leadership. All that we can 
do is restrain the enthusiasm of 
American monopoly capitalism as 
it attempts lo use the UN platform 
in the same manner it docs the 
American government. Only in this 
way can we earn the trust of the 
rest of the world which mistrusts 
the USA, by reason of Its strengh, 
and more recently for the manner 
in which it intends to use it, as 
evidenced in the British loan, the 
Aid-to-Grcece, the Truman doc- 
trine, the rehabilitation of the Ruhr 
with American copital, etc. 

If monopoly capitalism were not 
so greedy in periods of political 
peace, and the rest of the world 
so hungry for economic peace, 
there would be no problem. Can- 
ada's role is the mediator'^, and 
calls for a bit o( cleaning up in its 
own backyard. The suggested pol- 
icy Is a bid for time, pnly a wise 
caution on the part of Canadian 
public opinion will ever make 
such cleaning up possible, by en- 
suring a peaceful era In which to 
effect it. 

These are times that call for 
courage, and not intellectual cow- 
ardice, the rabbit-fear.
